Tentalive plans, not yol ofddatly 
approved, call for Iho group of ad- 
visors to select a student manager 
to do Ihe actual wnrk'of operating 
Ihe enterprise, 'and to start out with 
only a very Hmlleid number of texts, 
gradually Increasing the amtiunt of 
servica rendered each year. 

The aim of the eoopernllve l.s to 
enable students lo purchase books 
at prices somewhat below tho.se reg- 
ularly Charged fpr lexla» fho reduc- 
tion being as much^ as pfKssIhie 
after deducting operating expenses. 

The need for a cooperative storu 
of this type IS very great on this 
(.■ampu.s. according to, John Daugh- 
prty. Student Council president. In 
view of Ihe fart I hat a large j>er- 
eentage of students earn I heir own 
way through school and fon.se- 
quentty live on IJmtIed budgets.

• CAMPUS FLAGS ^ew at half- 
mast last week for Charles Wendell 
Holmes, Comptroller of the Untvfr- 
lity, who died early Friday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Holmes, an official here for 
44 years, had been ill for several 
months. He was 77 years old. 

Affectionately known to hit col- 
leagues as "Pop", Mr. Holmes, dur- 
ing his long tenure as an official of 
the University, had also endeared 
himself to numerous students 
through his sympathetic adminis- 
tration of the student loan fund. 
Becomes **Chlef Kibitzer" 

Faculty members bestowed upon 
him the title of "Chief Kibitzer" as 
a result of his unflagging interest 
in their pool playing prowess. In 
the autumn of 1938 they officially 
enthroned him as their adviser on 
pool when (hey presented him with 
a tall armchair from which he 
could direct their activities in 
the Faculty Club poolroom. Hi.s 
"tbrone" was Inscribed with the 
legend, "Chas. W. Holmes, C. K." 

Btudenls also honored him when 
they dedicated last year's annual. 
The Cherry Tree, to htm in appre- 
ciation of "his kindliness, patience, 
loyalty, and efficiency.’’ 

When he concluded 40 years of 
service as an official at the Univer- 
sity In 1936, the school recognized 
Ihe anniversary hy conferring, upon 
him the honorary degree of doctor 
of laws. 

University officials say he was a 
one-man information bureau when 
que.stions concerning (he Univer- 
slfy aro.se. Often The Hatchet 
would '.send reporter* to him lo get 
Information not available else- 
where. 

Acting Registrar In 1896 
Mr. Holmes entered the service 
of^lhe University (then, .the Colum-, 
hian Univer.sjiy) as acting registrar 
in 1896. At thal time the offlre in- 
cluded all hu.siness matters con- 
cerning the school. 

He WBs'elected Registrar gnd As- 
si.stant Treasurer the following 
year. In 1897 he becain^ Treasurer. 
He held thU office until 1929 when 
it itae abolished ahtf the title 
changed to Comptroller. Ha then 
becamg the flrat Comptroller of the 
l^lyergtyai^held this poattkm

Commlttea oi^ Business and Gov- 
ernment, presented by Joe Clorejy 
<F-L), providing for a four-year ex- 
tension of the President's potber to 
negotiate reciprocal trade agree- 
menta 

This was followed by adoption of 
a controversial resolution by Frank 
Ford Burnet (D) setting up a spe- 
cial Congress, committee to "report 
on ways and means of Federal 
financing." 

Burnet'a resolution at presented 
contained an attack on the New 
Deal's "unbalanced budget” policy, 
but (his provision was withdrawn 
by unanimous consent after vigor- 
mfs opposition and an hour's de- 
bate. The resolution Itself was 
then carried by a two-thirds vote. 
•Union Now”! 

As President Roye Lowry was 
about to bring down the gavel to 
adjourn the Congress. Mike McKool 
(D) secured the floor and present- 
ed a resolution "to solve the world's 
problems"— called "Union Now!" As 
McKool left the floor, one of his 
fellow-Praocrats moved to Aljourn, 
but points of order kept debate 
open until a hasty caucus brought 
votes enough to block adjournment. 

In the short debate that followed, 
McKool and Stuart Russell (D) de- 
clared that (he world’s economic- 
political problems could be solved 
only by the abandonment of indi- 
vidual sovereignty by (he world's 
democracies and the creation of a 
new super-league of Nations— 
"union now." 

Anxious (6 quit, the Congress 
gave a loud and top-heavy “Aye!" 
vote to McKool's proposition. 
Budget Debate Scheduled 

Burnet’s budget-balancing reso- 
lution was attacked by McKool on 
the ground that the problem was 
too complicated for consideration 
by students, and defended on the 
game ground by Ed Baker (P), who 
admitted Its complication, but de- 
clared "we students can find out 
as much about it as the average 
Congressman, and U will help us 
learn about an important problem." 

Clorety objected because the res- 
olution would set up a legislative 
committee without authority from 
tha Rules Committee, of which he 
if chairman. President Lowry, 
however, ruled the committee would 
be "Investigatory" and that the Con- 
gress eoffld, in any event, supersede 
the authority of lu rules gi^p. 

Lowry named Burtiet chairman 
at the budget committee, which will 
Include Paul McLennon and Baker,

"Sage of Emporia" 

Will Expreis 
Few Opinions

• "J[UST A MINUTE, SON, while I 
finish reading this proof, and I'll be 
right with you," said the sage of 
Emporia, Kansas, and nationally-^ 
known newspaper man. William 
Allen White. He plugged his pine# 
nez back on his nose and went back 
to work., 

I had beeh ushered into a 12-fpot 
sqUfire office, lined with scores of 
pictures of the great and near 
great, and, with a dribblq of an In- 
irt^uction, was esconced in a bat- 
tered old rocking chair. 

There was Teddy "Big Stick" 

Roosevelt, Woodrow Wilson, Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, Walt Mason, the 
poet. Alf Landon, McKinley, Cbol- 
Idge, and rafts of cartoons, each 
with- Its affectionate scrawl. Pack- 
ages. papers, old novels, unhung 
pictures, and mementos littered 
every available space, and the desk 
was a miracle of balance under its 
burdened collection of editorials, 
news items, and odd junk. 

White Is ProlHle Author 
The prolific author of "The 
Changing West," ''A Certain Rich 
Man." "God's Fuppets." "Life of 
Woodrow Wilson," "Stratagenas and 
Spolle," "Life of Calvin C^lldge," 

"In Our Town," "In the Heart of a 
Fool," one of the finest edltOfial 
eulogies in the newspaper field, and 
(he father of Wlltlam L. White, 

Helsinki war correspondent, swung 
around In his choir, dropped his 
feet to the floor and stood ui^a 
short, stocky, white-haired figure 
with keen blue eyea He inquired: 

"Now, then, what can I do for 
you, son?" 

Forty-five yean a( ttaUng adl> 


(orial comments, and he committed 
himself to no opinions on politics,/ 
the foreign situation^ Or *>ther ques-^ 
tioni of possible public interest. 

Hat No Opinions ' 

"T have no opinions, and ’ one 
can’t give what they haven't got," 
waa his amused answer. 

After a perusal of The Hatchet, 
he commented : 

"It looks like a mighty nice sheet 
— well written up." 

Covering the seventy-two years 
of his Interesting past, during 
which he collected Ph.D.'s from 
Brown, Columbia and Harvard Uni- 
versities, his connection with the 
American Red Cross in the first 
World Wsr, and his membership on 
numerous Presidential advisory 
committees, he was asked how he 
happened to get Into the newspaper 
game. 

"Well, you might say It was an 
accident." I might have been ^a 
grocery clerk or a filling station 
operator today, had It not been that 
J needed the Job and got one as a 
printer." 

Recipe for Jounullste 

"Mr. White, have you a pet rer- 
Ipe for aspiring journalists?" Edi- 
tor of the Emporia Gazette for 
nearly a half century. While re- 
plied: "What they need, son, is a 
pair of good legs, honesty and a 
whota lot of curiosity. Whan I 
look out of the window every morn- 
ing (a view of a gloomy brick wall) 
and see something 1 didn’t see the 
(lay before and make aomelhing of 
it that Is curioelty." 

He roae to his feet, automatlcany 
bringing the Interview to a cloae 
and queried with the remark on 
genius: 

•You ran bo a leaiua if you want 
tha capacity lor hard worls!"

• MUCH TURBULENT and rough 
air has flown over Tailspin's tat- 
tered wing-tips since the last col- 
umn.

On Jan. 11, Mr. Kimball ’’Lochin- 
var” Scribner of Congressional Air- 
port spoke very capably and elo- 
quently on parachutes and their 
operation. Mr. Scribner is a cap- 
able flight instructor of known re- 
pute and a former nationally known 
young parachute jumper, having to 
his credit several hundred jumps. 
In clast he demonstrated the al- 
most Instantaneous action and op- 
eration of two ^djfferen^ types of 
parachutes of popular niake. The 
most Important of hit admonitions 
ns to the use of parachutes were 
that you would not have to worry 
about getting out of. any aircraft In a 
hurry In any emergency— you just 
would, and that you would not have 
to worry about remembering to 
pull the ripcord. Yoii would re- 
member ^to do that, too, 

Airways Control 

On the same evening. Mr. John L. 
Huber, Assistant Chief of the Air- 
ways Traffic Section of the Airways 
Operation Division of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority, spoke on 
Airways Traffic Control. Perhaps 
the most Important thing to re- 
member In Airways Traffic Control 
Is to submit a Flight Plan and to 
keep to the right on an airway or 
on a leg of a radio range at your 
specifled altitude.

• WHEN CHARLES WENDELL HOLMES passed away last week, 
the University lost more than a school official. All those privi- 
leged to know him during his long association with the\ University 
arc unanimous in conceding him more than the adikilnistrative 
ability which made his services so indispensable. It is the humani- 
tarian In the man that will be long remembered, even by those 
whose path crossed his but briefly. 

Because comparatively few' students now at the University knew 
him, The Hatchet has asked some of his closest associates fpr stale- 
ments for publication. No one who reads the following tributes 
can fail to be impressed with the great qualities possessed by Mr. 
Holmes, the first Comptroller of the University. 

Dr. Cloyd H. Marvlo, President of the University: 

*'Mr, Holmes had unique abilities, and because of his long serv- 
ice he knew the University as did no other man. He had a broad 
grasp of educational accounting, and he was painstaking in the 
development of the University records. He understood the per- 
sonalities and capabilities of those associated with him and how to 
utilise individuals to bring out the best in them. 

.“Coupled with these were his kindliness, his generosity, and his 
ability to feel with other people. He never allowed his technical 
knowledge to overpower the great humanitarian ideals that he had, 
and so there has grown up among the students the tradition- of his 
unfailing helpfulness. 

“His services to the University were manifold. Starting as a 
young man, he served as Registrar, as Acting Librarian, as Busi- 
ness Manager, as Secretary of the University, as Treasurer— in 
fact, in any capacity in which he w^as called upon to serve, and in 
each he gave his best. When the time came for a larger develop- 
ment of the bu.siness offices to meet the needs of the growing Insti- 
tution,' there was unanimous assent to his appointment as Comp-

The “most* favored nation" 
clauses which -are usually Included 
in the reciprocal trade agreements 
were defended by Ckiuarhann and 
Ward McCabt (D), who declared 
they have been of, great benefit to 
the United States.

For several years Dr. Griggs has 
been conducting Umberllne studies 
on Mount Washington, dnd the 
power company is utilizing ;thls 
valuable training to learn where 
wind blows most constancy. The 
wind will be used fpr supplying 
electrical pOwer to surrounding ter- 
ritory. Such a determination can 
be made only by «n expert and is 
based on the appearance of the 
trees at the tlmberline. The regions 
where trees are most distorted in 
a general directly parallel to the 
ground are the sites of most steady 
and Intensive wind . activity. The' 
locality under present considera- 
tion Is near Sprifigt^ld, Mass.' 

No prediction however iS made 
at this time concerning the success 
or failure of such a venture.
